The universal membership enrolment campaign recently conducted by 
the Red Cross Society throughout Canada had for its object the arousing 
of the people to the vital need of greater personal interest in the matter of 
health, It was not a campaign to raise money, but a Dominion-wide and 
well organized effort to secure an active and intelligent public interest in 
measures for the prevention of disease, it being realized that an ounce of 
prevention is worth many pounds of cure, The average man, woman and 
child gives little heed to their physical well-being until they are afflicted 
with some ailment, and then there is a hurry-up call for a doctor. 

That there is need for a great awakening on the part of the public in 
regard to matters of personal hygiene and public health was demonstrated 
by the enforced medical examination of men for military services during the 
war years, but, startling as were the disclosures from those examinations, 
even more staggering are some recent figures and opinion contained in an 
article in The Journal of Health and Sanitation, written by Dr. J. H. Kel- 
logg, superintendent of the famous Battle Creek Sanitarium. 

Races of men have sometimes died out and utterly disappeared and Dr. 
Kellogg is of the opinion that this may happen to the whole human family 
if we continue to live under what he considers present unnatural conditions. 
Man, says Dr. Kellogg, is a very old-fashioned animal trying to live in a 
new-fangled way, in a manner that no animal ever before adventured, and 
so unnatural and so ill-adapted to his constitution and his requirements as 
to render his ultimate undoing inevitable. | Man is by nature an open-air 
dweller. But the business and professional men, incarcerated behind the 
doors of their offices, with their assistants, die years before their time, and, 
on the average, twenty years sooner than the farmer whose vacation keeps 
him in the open. 

Present-day habits and methods of living are held accountable for the 
physical deterioration of the race, and for the prevalence of diseases which 
are carrying off people by the million. According to Dr. Kellogg, the 
United States loses from its population of 100,000,000 by death 1,500,000 
people every year, while 3,000,000 people are sick all the time. In other 
words, one-fifth of the population are inefficient or lost. He estimates that 
an average of seven days are lost from labor by sickness every year. 
Tuberculosis is gaining ground, and kills one out of every ten of the popula- 
Cancer kills one in twenty. Other maladies are rapidly gaining 
ground, In England and Wales the insane are increasing twice as fast as 
the sane, and in France ten times as fast. Coupled with these alarming 
symptoms, there is the serious fact that the birth rate in nearly all civilized 
countries is rapidly declining. 

Dr. MacNeill, superintendent of the Mental Hospital at Battleford, 
Sask., made the’ statement recently in a public address at Regina that at 
the present rate of increase of mentally deficient people there would not be 
enough mentally efficient people to look after them fifty years hence. 

In support of his contention that present habits and methods of living 
are responsible for existing conditions, Dr. Kellogg draws attention to one 
of the interesting lessons from the war, namely, the notable lowering of 
the death rate in several countries. In Denmark the death rate fell 35 per 
cent., due in the opinion of Dr, Hindhede, the Danish food controller, to 
simpler habits of living, and especially the low-protein dict and the use 
of coarse bread. In Germany, too, diabetes has practically disappeared 
from the same cause, and gout, formerly very common, is now unknown, 

Good health is the greatest asset any person can possess. Wealth is 
‘of little value to a man if he docs not possess good health so that he may 
enjoy it. Without health no one can get much pleasure out of life. Lack- 
ing health no person can be wholly efficient. Ill-health is waste. Yet the 
best medical experts agree that, by taking proper precautions there is little 
reason for sickness, and that many diseases which now number their victims 
by the millions could be readily stamped out, 

Health studies and health conditions must be given first place and fore- 
most attention in our public schools. People must be made to understand 
that soundness of body is fundamentally essential in business, art, literature, 
By creat- 


tion. 


politics and religion, as well as in warfare, sports and industry, 
ing an enthusiasm for health promotion and physical perfection a long step 
forward will be taken towards the realization of that better state for all 
people towards which the world is blindly groping. A popular, nation- 
wide Crusade for Good Health is imperative. Governments can do much, 
but the main essential is an aroused and active interest on the part of every 
individual citizen, The promotion of health is the only real, lasting and 
basic national poticy for any country

Father Was Superintendent of Tor- 
onto and Nipissing Railway. 

Rear-Admiral William Sowden 
Sims, whose pro-ally speeches in 
Great Britain have resulted in his re- 
call to Washington by the secretary 
of the United States navy, lived in 
Toronto with his father and mother 
when he was fifteen years of age. His 
father, who went from Philadelphia 
to Port Hope about 1854 as civil en- 
gineer on the construction of the rail- 
way from that town té Lindsay, mov- 
ed with his Canadian wife and two 
children to Toronto in 1873 and be- 
came stiperintendent of the old Tor-

In an old city directory of that 
year the future admiral’s father is list- 
ed as an official of the railway board- 
inig at the Queen's Hotel, Front 
Street.

Canada’s Huge Wheat Area 


Prairie Provinces Have More Than 
Ninety Per Cent. of the Wheat 
Acreage. 

The total area sown to wheat this 
season in the Dominion of Canada is 
estimated At 18,654,100 acres, an in- 
crease of half a million acres over the 
1920 area, constituting a new record 
for this grain. Seven hundred and 
nine thousand one hundred acres of 
this is seeded to fall wheat, leaving 

17,945,000 to be sown this spring. 

The prairie provinces have more 
than ninety per cent. of the Domin- 
ion’s wheat acreage, with 17,418,900 
acres. This shows an increase of 
577,000 acres over the previous year.

CHILDREN’S HABITS,

Habits formed in childhood are 
very difficult to break. The younger 
the child, the more quickly a habit is 
formed, 

Their experience having been so 
limited, they very quickly become ac- 
customed to almost any new diversion 
that may come their way. Many 
little things that, at the time, seem 
trivial, will have a severe effect in af- 
ter years, 

One of the worst habits that a 
young child forms is that of thumb 
sucking. Many mothers would rather 
have the baby quiet than dissatisfied 
with life in generat and raising Cain. 
But the pacifying of the youngster by 
this method will cause a great deal 
of difficulty, 

When a child sucks its thumb it 
pushes the roof of the mouth upward 
so that it makes a very high arch; and 
as the roof of the mouth is the floor 
of the nose, the nasal space is reduc- 
ed and the septum of the nose is 
pushed over either to the right or to 
the left—usually to the left. 

The upper tecth in front, along 
with the bone in which they are im- 
bedded, are pushed forward and up- 
ward, and the lower front teeth and 
the surrounding bone are pushed in- 
ward and downward. ' 

Medicated dentifrices should not be 
used by children. What they need 
is just thorough scrubbing of the 
teeth twice each day with clean water 
and a mild, pleasant tooth paste or 


powder.

Eggs in the Diet

Though eggs are cheap, whenever 
we suggest them as a_ substitute, 
someone is bound to remark—“But 
one grows so tired of eggs, boiled,

Add about three 
rounding tablespoonfuls of Spanish 
onion chopped, half a chopped green 
pepper, two rounding tablespoonfuls 
of chopped pimentos, half a teaspoon 
of salt and a bit of butter or a table- 
epoonful of olive oil. Cook slowly 
about fifteen minutes or until the 
peppers are very tender.

Rub a mixing bowl with a clove of 
garlic and then remove it.

She seemed to 
be under the impression that if you 
put eggs into a cake, the food value 
of the egg sort of automatically dis- 
appeared,

cents a piece, five would cost less 
than thirteen If you have 
this sponge cake for luncheon, how- 
ever, meat or fish is entirely unneces- 
sary. For a simple luncheon, a 
bread and butter sandwich with, per- 
haps, lettuce between, a dish of stew- 
ed fruit or apple sauce, a piece of 
sponge cake and a glass of either milk 
or cocoa, is ideal.

But here is the recipe for this 
sponge cake. Beat the whites of 
five eggs until stiff. Beat the 


yolks in a separate bowl at least ten 
minutes by the clock with a dover 
egg-beater, Then gradually beat into 
the yolks one and one-quarter cups 
(measuring) of powder or confection- 
er’'s XXXX sugar. Add juice of a 
large lemon and grated rind of half 
of it. 

Slip the beaten whites into the 
bowl and sift over them one and one- 
quarter cups of flour. Cut and fold 
the whites and the flour into the yolk 
mixture with a wire egg beater or a 
wire spoon. Pour into ungreased 
pans or muffin cups and bake about 
twenty minutes in a’ very moderate 
This ought to make four lay- 
ers or one cake about twelve by fif- 
teen inches. Always bake sponge 
cake in a shallow (never a deep) pan.

Poultry Branch, 


Teaching ten thousand Ukrainian 
farmers the “why and how” of the 
poultry industry, improving the con- 
ditions in the poultry industry gener- 
ally, increasing the size of the flocks, 
(replacing scrub stock with better 
bred stock, and lastly, but not least, 
organizing some system of co-opera- 
tive marketing of the eggs after they 
have been produced.
